The  Story  of 
Dr.  A.  E.  Schubert 


In  1942  Gene  Schubert 
came  to  the  General  Electric 
Research  Laboratory  as  a 
chemical  engineer.  He  con- 
tributed to  the  development 
of  G-E  Permafil,  a  new  type  of 
synthetic  resin  which  has  led 
to  a  unique  type  of  insulating 
material,  and  was  in  charge 
of  the  pilot  plant  which  was 
set  up  for  the  production  of 
such  materials  during  the  war. 

Now,  four  years  later,  he 
is  in  charge  of  all  chemical 
engineering  activity  in  theRe- 
search Laboratory;  he  supervises  projects 
going  on  in  the  silicone  fields,  in  the 
rocket  fuel  fields,  and  may  soon  be  work- 
ing on  projects  in  the  brand  new  field 
of  nucleonics. 

His  work  is  in  the  engineering  side  of 
chemical  reactions.  It  is  called  process 
development — the  study  of  how  to  obtain 
higher  yields  of  chemicals,  better  prod- 
ucts, at  lower  costs.  In  his  work  with 
rocket  fuels  he  is  interested  in  how  they 
are  made  and  how  to  make  them  more 
effective  rather  than  in  their  use.  General 
Electric  Company,  Schenectady,  N.  Y. 


Gene  worked  summers  in  Kansas  City  as  an  office  boy. 
This  experience — running  errands,  observing  business 
methods,  doing  some  bookkeeping — gave  him  a  knowl- 
edge and  appreciation  of  how  business  operates. 


After  attending  the  Jr.  College  of  Kansas  City,  he  went 
to  the  U.  of  Illinois  for  two  more  years  and  received 
a  B.S.  degree.  This  was  followed  by  Master's  and 
Doctor's  degree  from  Pennsylvania  State  College. 


Gene  was  an  active  member  in  fraternities  and  honor- 
ary societies.  Now  at  31  he  is  using  his  knowledge  of 
working  with  others  to  help  him  do  a  good  job  as 
a  leader  in  his  work  at  the  Research  Laboratory.
